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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  as  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  past  year,  giv- 
ing a  list  of  fires  and  alarms,  together  with  the  condi- 
tion of  the  apparatus  under  my  care,  belonging  to  the 
town. 

There  has  been  within  the  past  year  sixteen  fires, 
and  three  false  alarms.  Total  number  of  fires  and 
alarms  nineteen  ;  a  greater  number  than  has  been  wit- 
nessed in  any  one  year  for  the  past  ten  years,  about  one- 
third  of  which  I  think  the  work  of  incendiaries,  their 
origin  cannot  otherwise  be  accounted  for.  Fires  and 
alarms  as  follows  : 

Jan.  13,  1886.  Buildings  of  Mrs.  Burleigh,  Hods- 
don  and  Carter,  on  Market  street.  A  very  severe  fire 
on  account  of  the  extreme  cold ;  the  firemen  almost 
perishing.     Mercury  22"  below  zero.

The  Great  Falls  Fire  Department  consists  of  5  en- 
gine houses,  2  hand  engines,  2  hose  carriages,  and  1 
hook  and  ladder  truck. 

There  are  in  use  2600  feet  linen  hose,  2500  feet  of 
leather  hose,  and  500  feet  of  old  leather  hose  not  fit  for  use. 

Total  in  use  and  good  repair,  5100  feet,  a  very  limit- 
ed supply  for  a  department  of  this  size;  neither  carraige 
having  a  shift,  when  once  wet  the  carraige  having  to  re- 
main empty,  or  nearly  so,  until  the  hose  can  be  dried. 

I  would  urge  the  town  to  buy  at  least  3000  feet  at 
an  early  date. 

There  are  25  hydrants  outside  of  mill  yard,  and  5 
reservoirs.  The  department  is  run  by  174  firemen  and 
7   engineers. 
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The  year  has  been  a  very  hard  one,  on  account  of 
the  many  fires.  Financially  we  have  overrun  the  appro- 
priations as  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  Report, 
which  is  due  wholly  to  the  low  state  of  repairs 
of  the  houses,  lack  of  a  sufficiency  of  hose  and  poor  con- 
dition of  hydrants.  We  have  procured  an  order  of 
the  selectmen  and  bought  1000  feet  of  linen  hose,  have 
rebuilt  6  of  the  hydrant  boxes,  brick  being  substituted 
for  wood,  making  them  sufficient  to  stand  many  yearsj 
and  I  would  recommend  that  as  fast  as  the  old  ones  rot 
out,  that  they  be  rebuilt  with  brick,  also  what  new  are 
built,  be  built  of  brick. 

I  would  stenuously  urge  that  the  town  extend  the 
water  pipe  through  the  village  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  houses  have  been  repaired  to  some  extent. 
Alert  Hose  house  shingled.  Hook  and  Ladder  house  par- 
tially painted,  and  Deluge  Hose  house  undergone  some 
repairs. 

The  coming  year  the  houses  ought  all  to  be  painted 
outside,  and  some  of  them  inside,  and  some  other  slight 
repairs.  But  on  the  whole  the  department  at  present  is 
in  comfortable  circumstances,  and  harmony  prevails. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  return  thanks  to  my  asso- 
ciate Engineers,  for  assistance  and  co-operation,  and  also 
to  the  members  of  the  department  generally,  for  their 
alacrity  and  zeal,  when  called  into  acton.

The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  District 
No.  3,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  as  to  the 
condition  of  schools  under  their  supervision. 

The  school  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  the  reg- 
ular and  steady  work  of  the  school-room.  The  number 
of  schools  remains  as  last  year. 

A  second  assistant  was  employed  in  the  High  School 
during  the  first  term  of  the  year,  and  at  present,  a  sec- 
ond assistant  devotes  one  half  of  her  time  to  the  same 
school.  Two  marked  changes  have  been  made  this 
year.  At  the  last  town  meeting,  the  town  voted  to  fur- 
nish text  books  for  all  the  schools,  except  the  High 
School.  This  has  removed  many  of  the  well  known 
troubles  about  text  books.  Scholars  are  always  pro- 
vided with  necessary  books,  and  they  are   always  ready 
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for  use.  Contrary  to  the  fears  of  many,  the  books  are 
well  preserved,  teachers  and  pupils  together  caring  for 
ihem  with  personal  interest. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  the  Prudential 
Committee,  believing  that  vocal  music  is  important  in 
life,  both  as  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit,  made  ar- 
rangements to  have  systematic  instruction  given  therein 
throughout  the  schools,  and  having  procured  material  for 
the  purpose,  employed  Miss  Ida  Young,  as  teacher. 

In  each  school,  below  the  High  School,  Miss  Young 
now  gives  two  lessons  per  week.  The  interest  of  pupils 
and  the  improvement  of  a  single  term  satisfies  us  that 
this  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  Various  reference 
books  have  been  added  to  the  libraries  of  the  High  and 
Grammar  Schools.  We  think  it  would  be  of  advantage 
if  the  committee  were  able  to  purchase  from  time  to 
time,  books  bearing  upon  the  teacher's  vocation,  and 
thus  gradually  become  possessed  of  a  teachers  library. 
The  number  of  pupils  in  the  High  School  is  constantly 
increasing.  The  whole  number  in  attendance  is  the 
largest  for  many  years,  and  the  present  graduating  class 
numbers  fifteen. 

Two  things  are  needed  in  this  school.  First,  a 
second  assistant,  whose  entire  time  shall  be  given  to  the 
work.  The  second  need  cannot  be  wholly  supplied  by 
either  teachers  or  District  officers  ;  viz.  : — more  study — 
more  hard  work.  This  school  aims  to  do  substantially 
the  same  work  as  our  best  fitting  schools  and  academies. 
These  latter  schools  would  rarely  expect  reputable  work, 
from  pupil's  devoting  only  five  or  six  hours  per  day  to 
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school  purposes.  In  our  nominal  six  hours  per  day  not 
more  than  five  hours  are  actually  given  to  both  recita- 
tion and  study.  To  this,  at  least  two  hours  per  day 
ought  to  be  added  to  complete  the  course  in  the  time 
named  in  a  scholarly  manner. 

Against  this  idea  will  be  urged  the  danger  of  over- 
taxing pupils,  resulting  in  injury  to  their  health.  Health 
is  more  important  than  any  amount  of  acquired  knowl- 
edge. Personally  we  have  never  known  an  instance  in 
our  acquaintance  with  High  Schools,  in  which  the  fail- 
ing health  of  an  ordinarily  robust  boy  or  girl  could  be 
attributed  to  overwork,  when  the  work  performed  in- 
cluded no  more  time  than  we  have  named.  The  dan- 
ger is  not  from  over-study,  but  from  over  nervous  ex- 
citement and  fatigue  resulting  from  the  multiplicity  of 
societ}^  demands,  and  the  exhaustive  recreative  amuse- 
ments of  the  time.  More  work  will  give  us  better  re- 
sults. This  is  only  partially  true  in  tiie  lower  grades, 
where  the  personal  drill  is  relatively  of  more  importance 
than  the  study  of  the  lesson  by  the  pupil. 

Our  complete  course  of  study  as  now  arranged,  re- 
quires sixteen  years.  A  pupil  entering  school  at  five 
years  of  age,  and  following  the  regular  course,  will 
graduate  at  twenty-one.  Very  few  follow  the  course  in 
this  exact  way.  They  abridge  it  by  private  instruction 
outside,  and  thus  often  do  two  year's  work  in  one.  Here 
is  trouble,  part  of  it  curable  and  part  of  it  incident  to 
the  best  graded  system.  Slow  progress  is  made  in 
the  lower  primaries  because  of  their  crowded  condition. 
From   the   same  condition,  not  time    enough    is    given 
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to  individual  classes  in  any  of  the  primary  schools. 
As  an  illustration  :  The  committee  visiting  one  room, 
say^  a  teacher  assign  a  lesson  in  written  arithmetic  to  a 
class,  and  then  inform  the  scholars  that  the}^  "must  work 
hard  for  they  had  only  twenty  minutes  in  which  to  learn 
their  lesson."  The  lesson  included  a  rule  and  several  ex- 
amples, illustrative  of  the  rule.  An  hour's  work  for  a 
bright  class,  yet  a  very  short  lesson  for  a  day's  work. 
In  another  school  a  spelling  lesson  was  assigned  ten 
minutes  before  time  for  the  hearing  of  the  same  lesson. 
The  size  of  the  classes  makes  inevitable  a  wide  differ- 
ence between  the  two  extremes  of  the  class  in  scholar- 
ship, and  the  whole  class  is  kept  at  the  pace  of  the  ir- 
regular and  less  studious  pupils.  This  results  in 
lengthening  the  entire  course. 

Special  studies  are  worthy  of  a  moment's  notice. 
Not  enough  time  is  given  to  reading.  Some  schools 
have  reading  but  twice  a  week,  and  parents,  b*y  inquiry, 
have  learned  of  schools  in  which  a  week  was  passed 
with  a  single  reading  exercise.  Reading  ought  to  be  a 
daily  exercise  at  least.  Drawing  has  been  crowded 
first  into  a  less  number  of  days  per  week,  and  then  into 
shorter  exercises,  until  but  forty  minutes  per  week  are 
allowed,  and  often  some  of  this  time  is  stolen  for  other 
purposes.  So  far  as  drawing  is  concerned,  it  is  now  a 
question  whether  to  drop  it  entirely  or  assist  it  to  return 
to  its  former  importance  in  the  curriculum.  Commer- 
cial arithmetic  has  been,  substituted  in  the  Grammar 
School  for  algebra,  and  in  the  same  school  has  been  in- 
troduced  an   elementary   course    of  composition.     The 
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present  committee  are  in  favor  of  changing  somewhat 
the  course  in  geography.  Omitting  some  parts  of  po- 
litical and  physical  geography,  and  taking  them^  as 
special  studies  later  in  the  course,  and  thus  practically 
finish  geography  in  the  primary  schools. 

In  the  main  we  are  pleased  with  the  work  of  our 
teachers.  We  think  some  of  them  (not  the  lower  prim- 
aries) are  somewhat  inclined  to  waste  valuable  time  in 
general  exercises,  of  less  importance  than  study,  yet  we 
would  not  eliminate  these  exercises  from  the  schools. 
Teachers  also  should  arrange  so  that  the  first  lesson  for 
the  morning  will  be  prepared  the  day  before. 

With  these  comments  upon  the  schools  in  general, 
we  would  specify  several  things  necessary  in  the  way  of 
improvement. 

1st.  The  furnishing  of  two  new  school  rooms  in 
Orange  Street  Hall,  and  the  establishment  of  two  more 
schools. 

2nd.  The  employment  of  a  second  assistant  per- 
manently in  the  High  School. 

3rd.  The  adoption  of  a  thorough  system  of  in- 
struction in  vocal  music  throughout  the  schools. 

4th.  We  recommend  that  the  town  also  furnish 
text  books  for  the  High  School.
